VICE PRESIDENT NOLI DE CASTRO AND FOR- 
mer Sen. Loren Legarda yesterday jointiy asked 
the Supreme Cour, sitting as the Presidential 
Electoral Tribunal, to suspend the recount of the 
Sotes for vice president from Pampanga in the 
2004 elections so they could focus on the ballots 
from Cebu and Lanao del Sur. 

A joint motion to suspend the revision pro- 
ceedings was filed by De Castro's lawyer, Ro- 
mulo Macalintal, before the PET. Legarda’s 
lawyer, Sixto Brillantes, told the овех he 
did not object so as not to waste his clients 
time and money. 

"E was not our proposal but 
Macalintal's. We did not pose any 
Ts better that we show a substantial recovery 
‘of votes in Cebu first, and we are hoping to re- 
cover at east 300,000 votes there,” Brilantes 
said. 

Не said that if Legarda failed to recover at 
least 300,000 votes in Cebu alone, then he 
‘would recommend that she drop her election 
protest against De Casto 

“Tt would be a very expensive exercise for 
Legarda to move further if that happened but 
we are confident that we would be able to 
achieve that [recover the votes]," Brillantes 
said, noting that De Castro's 800,000 voe 
lead over Legarda had primarily come from 
Cebu.

Diwalwal mines

THE SUPREME COURT HAS 
ruled that the executive branch 
has full control of the mining op- 
erations in ће Diwalwal Mineral 
Reservation Area. 

Several mining corporations 
had staked a claim on the area, 
but the high court said these 
claims were rendered moot with 
the issuance of Proclamation 297 
in 2002, which declared 8,100 
hectares in Monkayo, Com- 
postela Valley, as a mineral reser- 
vation and an environmentally 
critical area. 

After proclamation was issued, 
the environment secretary de- 
cared an emergency in the Di- 
walwal gold rush area and had 
mining operations stopped. 

"The issue on who has priority 
right over the disputed area is 
deemed overtaken by the above 
subsequent developments,” the 
Supreme Court said in its 32-page 
decision. "Itis now up to the exee- 
utive department whether to take 
the first option, Le. to undertake 
directly the mining operations of 
the Diwalwal Gold Rush Area.” 

‘The high tribunal also said that 
the state could not be stopped 
from directly taking over the 
mines "if it is the only plausible 
remedy in sight to the gnawing 
complexities generated by the 
gold rush." 

‘The government could also 
award the mining operations to 
private entities, including Apex 
Mining Company and the Balite 
Communal Portal Mining Coop- 
erative that earlier said they had 
rights over the area, the Supreme 
Court ruled. “The exercise of this 
prerogative lies with the Execu- 
tive Department over which 
courts will not interfere." 

Apex said it had rights over the 
Diwalwal gold rush area over 
Marcopper Mining Corporation

(MMC) ог its subsidiary, South- 
east Mindanao Gold Mining Cor- 
poration (SEM), since Apex was 
the first to record mining claims 
inthe area. 

Nevertheless, MMC had been 
granted an exploration permit for 
the area. 

Balite, on the other hand, said its 
presence in the small-scale mining 
areas had entitled it to file a mineral 
production sharing agreement 
(MPSA). It added that its applica- 
tion for an MPSA should be given 
preference over that of SEM. 

Meanwhile, the high tribunal 
partially reversed a Court of Ap- 
peals decision which voided the 
transfer of the MMC' exploration 
permit in Mt. Diwalwal to SEM in 
1994. 

The transfer was void because 
the permit was for the exclusive 
use of MMC or its duly authorized 
agents. The high court said SEM 
had not proven that it was ММС5 
duly authorized agent. 

“SEM did not байт nor submit 
proof that it is the designated agent

WORKERS IN NIGE- 
tia Joseph Doctolero and Pacifico Gajo will be 
returning home to the Philippines within the 
week. 

But Department of Foreign Afairs 
spokesperson Gilberto Asuque in a phone in- 
terview yesterday said there was no specific 
date for their return as the Philippine Em- 
bassy in Abuja was still working on their trav- 
el documents and the two men were undergo- 
ing medical tests.

(Nigeria time). They were seized on June 21 
in the Niger Delta by six speedboat-riding 
armed men.

Petroleum Geo-Services (PGS), а Norwegian 
company, 

Аз soon as they were turned over to em- 
bassy officials, Doctolero and Gajo were 
given food, the ambassador said. The two 
men would also undergo a debriefing and 
consultations with an embassy team, he 
added. 

‘Agence France-Presse quoting Nigerian 
newspapers reported that the Filipinos 
were kidnapped by residents of Tamatagbo- 
lo town following a dispute with PGS, their 
employer. 

‘The Nigerian dailies reported that they 
were held by the villagers who wanted to re- 
mind PGS of its promises. 

“The community struck because of the fail 
ure of the Filipinos’ employers to respect the 
memorandum of understanding between 
them," the Vanguard daily said without giving 
details ofthe accord. 


Citing the deputy speaker of the Rivers 
state parliament, Tonye Harry, who brought 
the freed hostages to Port Harcourt, The 
Guardian newspaper said “the action was 
‘meant to attract attention to this breach by 
PGs.” 

The newspapers said PGS had not com- 
mented on the matter. Nigerian authorities al- 
so declined to comment on whether a ransom 
was paid to free the hostages.

The adjustment will result in a 7.7-percent 
wage increase, higher than the 6.3 percent 
(P20.53 based on actual consumer price in- 
dex data as of May) required to restore the 
purchasing power of minimum wage workers 
to the June 2005 level when the previous or- 
der was issued, an official of the labor depart- 
ment said. 


Competitiveness eroded 

For his рап, Miguel Varela, chair of the Em- 
ployers Confederation of the Philippines, said 
the wage increase was “manageable” for em- 
ployers bur this would further erode the coun- 
чув competitiveness 

“This has increased to about $6.50 the al- 
teady very high Philippine minimum daily 
wage,” Varela said. 

‘Joey Ignacio, spokesperson of the Alliance 
оГ Progressive’ Labor, called the increase 
“ridiculous,” while Leody de Guzman, Buldu- 
ran ng Manggagawang Pilipino chair, sad the 
board's decision “did not come asa surprise." 

"The Trade Union Congress of the Philip- 
pines (TUCP), which originally petitioned for 
a P75 across-the-board increase, branded the 
pay hike as “too inconsequential.” 

“(The increase] will hardly make a dent in im- 
proving фе living standards of workers in Меко 
Manila," TUCP spokesperson Alex Aguilar said. 

Aguilar said the TUCP would fle an appeal 
in the National Wage and Productivity Com- 
mission (МАРС), which has the power to re- 
view the decisions of the wage boards. 

‘De Guzman said that like past wage orders, 
the latest one would only cover a very small 
section of the working class because it was 


defended the board's ruling.

AFAMILY OF SIX IN METRO MANILA IN APRIL NEEDED TO 
‘eam at least P748 а day or P22,440 a month for ito main- 
tain a decent standard o existence beyond mere subels- 
ence, according to the National Wages and Productivity 
Commission (МИРО) 

Thus, the minimum daly wage in the private sector in 
Metro Manila despite being raised by P25 to P350 effective 
Ju, is stil less than half the family Iving wage (FLW). And 
even both father and mother are earning the minimum 
wages, their combined income will stil tall short of the 
ям. 

‘The NWPC defines family ving wage as "the income 
needed to provide for the family's food and nonfood expen- 
tures with sufficient allowance tor savings and invest- 
ments for social security.” 

Family iving wage covers three daily meals and expendi- 
tures, such as rent, clothing allowance, utlites, transporta- 
tion and entertainment. The definition stresses the need for 
savings, which the family can use in case of emergency. 

Not oniy is the P25 increase in dally basic pay insuffi- 
iert, it also does not apply to all establishments.

The NWPC listed those exempted from the prescribed 
wage increase or cost of ving allowance for ono year as 
follows: Establishments with considerable deficits, banks

LL THE WORLD IS GOING GAGA OVER THE 
‘World Cup, but the Philippines is one of the few 
countries that has not been caught up in the infec- 
tious enthusiasm over the games. Well, yes, there are the 
hundreds of TV viewers who have caught the fever and 
stay up until 4 a.m. or 5 a.m. to watch “live” replays (an 
oxymoron if ever there was one). And there are hundreds 
of others who watch the matches on 
EDITORIAL wide screens while quaffing and 
munching on P300 to P500 worth of 
“consumables” in posh hotels and restaurants. 

The sudden interest in football, although not 
widespread, is encouraging in a country that seems to 
think that all sports can be summed up in the three B's: 
basketball, boxing and billiards. We hope the interest de- 
velops into a campaign, a movement, something that 
would ultimately lead to the revival in this country of 
football (better known here as soccer"). 

Soccer was one of the popular sports in the Philippines 
until the late 1950s or early 1960s, when basketball be- 

“gan to gain popularity among the youth, thanks to the in- 
"tercollegiate and inter-university contests, and later, the 

“commercial leagues that used teams to promote and ad- 
vertise their products. 

Joseph Blatter, president of Federation Internationale 
de Football Association (Fifa), recalled in an interview in 
January 2005 that 51 years ago the Philippines was one 
of the founding members of the Asian Football Confeder- 
ation and was prominent in the Asian football scene. "But 
because of the American influence, basketball became 
the No. 1 sport in the Philippines,” he added. 

Football, not basketball, is the universal and the single 
most important sport in the world. There are now six 
football confederations and 205 associations with more 
than 200 million players, including 40 million women 
sand girls. Exactly 99.8 percent are amateurs and only .2 
percent are professional players. 

Football has come a long way from its beginnings in 
200 B.C. in China where a form of the game was played 
that emphasized the ability of players to dribble a leather 
ball. The modern-day version is known to have started in 

"England and the first ball was said to have been the sev- 
егей head of a Danish brigand. 

In 1857, the first club was formed in Sheffield, Eng- 
land. And in 1913, the Fifa was created to coordinate all 
of the national associations in the world. The result was 
the development of international competitions such as 
the World Cup held every four years. 

Football’s popularity spread quickly throughout the 
world because it is simplicity itself. The aim is to get the 
ball by any means except by the hands, into the goals at 
each end of the field. It can be played on any vacant lot 
using just a ball or any substitute. No wonder it is espe- 
cially popular in poor countries where people cannot af- 
ford to buy expensive sports equipment. 

Many football superstars like Pele (Edson Arantes do 
Nascimento) of Brazil, considered one of the greatest 
football players of all time, came from poor families and 
achieved world stardom because of their skill. Among the 
other outstanding players are Diego Maradona, the great- 
est Argentine player in history, who is a complete master 
of the ball, keeping it under his control at all times, even 
when running at full speed; Ronaldinho of Brazil, for 
whom Leeds once offered 75 million euros or $96 million, 
who is blessed with breathtaking skill and almost super- 
natural ball control; and Hernan Crespo of Argentina, 
one of the world’s most prolific strikers, who has scored 
with every conceivable type of goal, from lobs and back- 
heels to overhead kicks. 

‘These are among the players who have enthralled spec- 
tators all over the world with their swiftness, virtuosity, 
fluidity and grace. These are the men whose athleticism 
and artistry make football such a joy to watch. Their pas- 
sion for the sport is matched by the fierce patriotism of 
their fans who will party nonstop for two days after the 
national team’s victory or riot or even kill when it loses an 
important game. 

Football is not necessarily a game for tall men (for in- 
stance, Maradona is only 5 feet 6 inches tall), and that is 
why it is a game where Filipinos can be competitive. Fil- 
ipinos are naturally swift and fluid in their movements, 
graceful and very adaptive. Let us hope that with the ге- 
newed interest sparked by the World Cup, Filipinos will 
again take up football where they have a better chance to 
win than in basketball, a game for the really tall men.

Rice isthe main staple for almost three billion 
people.

Yesterday was the 31st death anniversary of 
the founder of Opus Dei, Josemaria Eseriva, who 
was canonized by Pope John Paul on Oct. 6, 
2002.

‘A the ADB forum, Leipold called on the insti- 
tution to “spearhead the global energy revolu-

developing member nations." 

He also assailed the ADB for “supporting coal" 
that is, funding the establishment of coal-fired 


prices rising and the cost of other energy sources 
Increasing, the situation cannot but lead to war." 
“TTS not true that clean energy always costs mon- 
ey" he says. "We have built enough experience with 
alternative energy sources that we can now go 
much faster” in development and distribution. 

"The cost of renewable energy has gone down 
considerably" Leipold notes. Wind-powered energy 
now costs only 10 percent of what it used to cost 10 
years ago.” 

"While Greenpeace Southeast Asia, including the 
Philippines, works with local legislators and deci- 
sion-makers to invest more in renewable sources of 
energy and enact protective legislation against air, 
water and toxic pollution, Greenpeace international 
‘works "on the global context,” influencing mutilat- 


eral agencies like the ADB and World Bank as well 
as international investors to improve the country's 
energy profile. 

‘Yet even as Greenpeace searches for ways to 
work with governments and the private sector to 
promote clean energy, it doesn't mean, though, that 
it has entirely abandoned its activism. It stil uses 
public opinion, ог the threat of tuming it against а 
government or company, as а potent weapon to 
push its agenda. 


LEIPOLD recalls, with some relish, a campaign 

launched to convince Hewlett 
Packard, a computer manufacturer, to be more 
responsible in the dumping ofits waste material. 
Using negotiations as well as public demonstra- 
tions, Greenpeace convinced HP not just to 
adopt more responsible recycling of toxie waste, 
but also to look for alternative contents in their 
‘own products in place of toxic chemicals and 
non-recyclable materials. 

"This approach worked just as well with anoth- 
er major American distributor, Dell Computers. 
“We give them a scare,” Leipold says with а 
smile, "through public protests and by mobiliz- 
ing consumers.” 

‘Working with the private sector says Leipold, is 
rewarding not only because companies are very 
concerned about their reputations, but also be- 
cause "once they decide to act, there's no stopping 
them. If they make a promise о you, they will ful- 
Bland try to turn it into а competitive advantage." 

Та working with the business sector, Green- 
peace "acknowledges the good steps that have. 
been taken and assure the companies that if you 
do the right thing, you won't be targeted any- 
more" 

Greenpeace, Leipold points out, is effective 
because it has retained its independence and 
credibility in its 35 years of existence. "We don't 
‘accept money from businesses or corporations 
‘or governments. We depend on the monthly sup- 
port of our 2.7 million supporters around the 
World." In the Philippines, for a minimum dona- 
tion of P1S0.a month, some 3.000 members keep 
Greenpeace afloat and autonomous.

“Third, the court site is located in а military com- 
pound far from downtown Phnom Penh. if ordi 
ary people are to observe this historic event, bus- 
ез wil have to transport them. The proceedings 
Should be broadcast nationwide on radio and tele- 
vision. Civie groups and the court will need to de- 
velop creative outreach strategies to target the pre- 
dominanıly rural population to ensure that all 
Cambodians have the opportunity to understand 
these proceedings.

‘Cambodia's political leaders and donor states 
should do more to underscore the value of wide-

legacy of Cambodia's civil conflict. Cambodian sur- 
vivors of the Khmer Rouge recall the daily fear of 
сна tha regime; it would be especially tragic 


if Cambodians did not feel free to express their 
‘views of the Extraordinary Chambers. Meaningful 
public engagement with the court requires an un- 
derlying environment that fosters—not punish- 
es—the free expression of ideas. 

Fifth, Cambodia has a shortage of highly quali- 
fied lawyers, because the legal profession was 
nearly wiped out by the Khmer Rouge. Yet, con- 
trary to the practice in other international and hy- 
brid war crimes courts, local law permits only 
‘Cambodian lawyers to represent the accused. For. 
the sake of fairness and due process, this rule must 
фе changed for the Extraordinary Chambers so 
that international lawyers can contribute equally 
to the defense. 

Finally, having generously contributed most of 
the tribunal's funds, donor governments cannot 
just sit back and watch. They can best help the 
‘court by coordinating their actions, exercising ro- 
bust oversight, and helping to ‘identify—and, 
where necessary solve—problems as they arise. 

Im addition, they may have to provide addition- 
al resources. The court's bare-bones budget of $56 
million over three years does not cover basics such 
asa safe house for protected witnesses, transcripts 
of court testimony, ога library. I would help if the 
United States, which has yet to contribute to the 
Exraordinary Chambers, were to do so. 

"The Extraordinary Chambers marks a milestone 
in Cambodia's effort to come to terms with an ex- 
ceptionally violent period in its past. How the court 
performs matters deeply to the millions of Cambo- 
dans scarred by the crimes ofthe Khmer Rouge. At 
the same time, this court is the latest manifestation 
of an enduring worldwide movement—which ex- 
tends back to Nuremberg—to end impunity for 
mess atrocities, Из capacity to render justice 
should be of paramount concern to ш all.

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Conflict tears 
apart Pinatubo 
housing settlers 


CITY OF SAN FERNANDO—IN A 
test case for 24 Mt. Pinatubo re- 
settlements in Central Luzon, 
several settlers at the Madapdap 
resettlement in Mabalacat, Pam- 
panga, have asked the Housing 
and Land Use Regulatory Board 
(HLURB) here to dissolve their 
homeowners association (HOA) 
over alleged misuse of funds 

Mondays pre-trial failed to 
proceed as the Madapdap HOA 
officers has yet to formally reply 
to the May 18 complaint filed by 
the settlers, HLURB regional legal 
officer Jose Atencio said. 

Madapdap HOA president Fer- 
mando Сарана reported receiv 
ing the copy of the complaint on 
June 17 and invoked the right to 
reply within 20 days from there- 
on. 

Madapdap is the biggest hous- 
{ng site that government built for 
residents displaced by Mr. 
Pinatubo's 1991 eruptions.

that at least 7,282 homes had 
been built there, Located im 
Barangay Dapdap, the site hosts 
about 45000 people, mostly 
from Bacolor and Porac towns in 
Pampanga, 

Mencio said that while the 
HLURB would settle the issue of 
alleged noncompliance of the 
Madapdap HOA with the agen- 
суз rules on reporting and trans- 
parency, the complaint brought 
an underlying issue affecting oth- 
er HOAs in Pinatubo sites.

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Girls bring glory to Indian village in a nation of boys

JALAHMAIRA, INDIA—B/ 
"eight months old, Nandini sleeps 
in her mothers arms, unaware 
how lucky she is to have been 
born. 

Tor in the northern Punjab 
state where her village is located, 
a large number of giris are either 
killed before birth, or are consid: 
ered a curse by their parents 
‘whose traditional preference for 
sons remains unshakeable. 

With only 798 girls for every 
thousand boys under the age of 
six, Punjab has the lowest sex ra- 
tio in the country, where the fig- 
ше is 927, still well below the 
worldwide average of 1,050 fe- 
male babies. 

Across India there is such a 
shortage of women that some 
men have resorted to buying 
brides from other states. 

Astudyby British medical jour- 
nal Lancet said this year that In 
dia may have lost 10 million un- 
born girls in the past 20 years, but 
Indian experts say the figure is 
not more than five million. 

But in Jalahmajra, where Nan- 
dini was born, there is an average 
of 1,020 girls per 1,000 boys, а 
national aberration that has put 
the village at the forefront of a 
campaign to stem the crisis.

Fast-growing 
China needs

BEUING—CHINAS AIRLINES 
are opening up their cockpits to 
foreigners ina bid to solve a seri- 
ous pilot shortage, state media re- 
ported on Monday. 

Chinas booming commercial 
aviation industry is taking of faster 
than the country can train pilots, 
threatening future growth and 
hard-won advances in air safer. 

The number of passenger 
planes in service in China was ex 
pected to double to 1,600 in the 
next five years, the China Daily 
newspaper quoted an aviation of- 
ficial assaying. 

Every 100 new planes would 
require 1,000 extra pilots, China's 
industry regulator said in Febru 
ary, while official media estimate 
that Chinese flying schools can on- 
ly graduate 600 pilots a year 

One pioneering foreigner, 
Philippe Burtonboy, а pilot with 
United Eagle Airlines Со. one ofthe 
countrys four private airlines, had

"The 50-year-old Belgian is a 
celebrity in Chengdu, even 
though he has been here for just 
four months, as he is the first for- 
eign captain to pilot a plane in 
southwest China," the paper said.

for success of an animated feature about au- 
tomobiles appear to be dodgy. Sure, the mod- 
ега world is crazy about cars, which have be. 
‘come much more than just a mode of trans-

rs now connote freedom, power, trendi- 
ness, upward mobility—even sensual appeal 
So, а movie about them would benefit from

‘On the other hand, making cars come alive, 
move, talk and “feel” а tough challenge.

“Thankfully, the vastly experienced artists 
and story editors at Pirar have proven that 
theyre up to the difficult challenge.

Despite these storytelling, inefficiencies, 
the film's visualizations see the production 
through, Particularly difficult to pull off are 
the ear race sequences They run the risk of 
becoming repetitious and redundant, but the 
animator’ edgy end exciting visuals keep 
them eventful and thrilling.

Appetite for govt Currencies

TREASURY BILL RATES YES- 
terday rose across all maturities, 
with the 91-day bill increasing 
by 150 basis points to fetch 6.5 
percent, as the domestic market 
was swayed by increasing inter- 
est rates abroad. 


The 182- and 364-day bills jumped 156.1 
and 2018 basis points, respectively, com- 
pared with the rates of the previous week. 
The rate for the six-month bills stood at 7.295 
percent, while that for the one-year debt in- 
struments settled at 7.973 percent. 

National Treasurer Omar Cruz said interest 
rate levels have already adjusted upward both 
globally and domestically following the series of 
policy rate hikes implemented by the US Federal 
Reserve, and prospects of another rise in the Fed 
rate, which now stands at 5 percent. 

Cruz said the Bureau of the Treasury's auc- 
tion committee accepted bids for higher inter- 
est rates on Thills because there still was 
strong appetite for government securities, as 
indicated by the high volume of bids. 

The market should be respected, he added. 

An increase in US interest rate makes debt 
instruments issued by risk-prone emerging 
economies like the Philippines less attractive. 
Investors therefore tend to seek higher re- 
turns to accommodate a higher risk premium.

"They 
are one of our largest institutional investors.”

WB pushes for gov't 


action on sanitation 
RP losing $1.3B/yr due to water pollution

THE WORLD BANK AND OTHER FOR- 
eign donors have urged the govem- 
ment to address the serious problem on 
sanitation, which they said was one of 
the worst їп Asia and had taken its toll 
‘on the economy. 

Ben Ejebergen, coordinator for the 
infrasrucrure sector at the World Bank- 
Manila, said the Philippines suffers $1.3. 
Billion (about P68 billion) in losses ev- 
‘ery year due to water pollution. 

"The amount factored in the cost of 
treating water-borne illnesses, lost 
potential income from fishing, and 
decline in hotel occupancy rate due to 
water pollution thar tumed off 
tourists, Eijebergen said. 

Ina presentation based on data from 
a sudy by the Asian Development 
‘Bank, Ejebergen said only 4 percent of 
the population in Metro Manila had ac- 
cess to sewerage in 2000, making 
Metro Manila third to the last among 
18 cites surveyed in Asia. 

Manila only outperformed Vien- 
Чапе (capital city of Laos) and Jakar- 
та (Indonesia), where less than 4 рег. 


Lanka), and Phnom Penh (Cambo- 
dia) were some of the countries that 
performed berter than Metro Manila, 
‘with more than 20 percent of their 
population having access to a sewer- 
age system. 

“Outside Мето Manila, access to 
sewerage network is almost non-exis- 
tent,” Ejenbergen said in a forum on 
sanitation yesterday in Ortigas, Pasig 
су 

‘The World Bank official said that 
the Philippines needed about P130 
billion in financing, based on the 84 
million projected population last 
year, to build the required infrastruc 
ture and adopt the necessary technol- 
ogy to develop water sanitation sys- 
tem inthe country. 

"The World Bank said the poor state 
of sanitation in che Philippines could 
be attributed partly to the low priori- 
ту given by the national government 
and local government units. 

He urged the government to priori- 
tize sanitation by providing incen- 
tives for LGUs and utilities in sewer- 
age investments. 

He added that there was an urgent 


"The fact that Bangladesh was bet- 
ter off than the Philippines makes the 
issue of poor sanitation a very serious 
problem," said Lisa Kircher Lumbao 
of the USAID, who was also at the fo- 

USAID said it was coordinating 
with Japan Bank for International Co- 
operation (JBIC), the Philippines’ 
biggest source of official develop- 
‘ment assistance, o develop programs 
on sanitation, including the establish- 
ment of a revolving fund for projects 
related to sanitation improvement. 

For its part, the German Technical 
Cooperation or GTZ said it had al- 
ready embarked on several programs 
оп sanitation, including the “Water 
and Sanitation Program.” 

The program includes technical 
advisory on water and sanitation im- 
provement, capacity building for lo- 
cal governments, among others.

Southeast Asia one of biggest segments in market, DTI says

THE DEPARTMENT OF TRADE AND. 
Industry has called on companies to 
consider serving the global halal mar- 
ket due to its bright prospects. 

Belencita G. Femandez, assistant 
chief of the Bureau of Export Trade Pro- 
motion? communications division 
said yesterday that local companies 
would do well to understand the needs 
of the Muslim market considering that 
‘Southeast Asia is one of the biggest seg- 
ments in the global halal market. 

Fernandez said this yesterday at 
thestartof the start ofthe first Manila 
International Forum on Halal Trade 
and Industry held at the Hotel Inter- 
continental. 

The forum gathered experts and 
business officials from Malaysia, Sin- 
gapore, The Netherlands, Japan, and 
Indonesia where the World Halal 
Council is based. 

Halal is an Arabic word that can be 
generally translated as “permissible” 
and, in relation to consumables, refer 
to products that Muslims are allowed 
to use, eat and drink in the obser- 
vance of islam. 

But Fernandez explained that aside 
from the already promising food sec- 
tor, halal also encompasses business- 
es in manufacturing products like 
cosmetics, perfumes, toiletries und 


body care; pharmaceutical products, 
and herbal and health care products. 

In the service industry, business op- 
erations must also be certified halal 
before Muslims can avail themselves 
of them, as in airline in-flight food 
service, hotels, restaurants, tourism 
centers, wellness centers, catering 
Services, medical tourism, and finan- 
cial services. 

The same goes for supermarkets, 
warehouses, delivery vans, and logis: 
tics services. 

She said that with the world's Mus- 
lim population expected to growth by 
more than half to 3.2 billion by 2010, 
the global trade of halal products was 
valued at an estimated range of $200 
billion and $350 billion а year 

Even then, Fernandez said the In- 
ternational Market Bureau of Canada 
places the potential value of the mar- 
ket at $500 billion а year, with most 
of the trading done in Southeast Asia 
and West Asia, more popularly 
known as the Middle East. 

As for Southeast Asia, the region 
represents a demand that would reach 
551 bilion within five years as it is 
home to the country with the biggest 
Muslim population (Indonesia); a halal 
food hub (Malaysia); and Muslim pop- 
ulations with high purchasing power 
(Grune and Singapore). 

According to Shahlan Hairalah, 


chief of the Halal Certification Strate- 
gic Unit of the Islamic Religious 
Council of Singapore, the business of 
producing halal products as well as of 
certifying products as halal was ex- 
pected to mature due to increasing 
demand among Muslims for a wide 
variety of food just like those enjoyed 
by non-Mus 

This is aside from the large seg- 
ment of young Muslims that would 
drive up consumption of food and 
beverages. 

In Singapore, popular food brands 
like McDonalds, KFC, Burger King, 
Pizza Hut, Taco Bell, Delifrance and 
Nestle undergo halal certification. 

The ВЕТР5 Fernandez said halal 
offered further opportunities for its 
attraction to the cross-over market, ог 
non-Muslim consumers who patron- 
ize halal products considering the rig- 
orous quality control that these 


Fernandez cautioned those who 
would tap the halal market against 
false marketing or passing off prod- 
ucts with fake “halal-certfied” mark- 
ings. 

“Opportunities for Philippine com- 
panies to develop abound in serving 
existing markets and capturing new 
ones,” she said, “There is great de- 
mand for halal-certified products but 
supply is low worldwide.”

Part I-Basic prevention tips 


NICK FALDO ONCE DESCRIBED 
the golf swing as “the turning of 
the upper body against the resis- 
tance of the lower body back and 
through.” To hit the ball a longer 
distance, Jack Nicklaus advises, 
“Keep your back against the target 
as long as possible.” 

‘There is no doubt about it. The gol swings 
ап explosive, some say unnatural, athletic 
movement that places quite a bit of stress on 
the major joints of the body. 

Tt has been said the more golf you play, the 
more chances you will experience some type 
of injury. Professional golfers play the most, 
and golFrelated injuries are a way of life on 
the tournament circuit. 

Many injuries can be avoided or minimized 
by keeping fit, taking basic precautions and 
practicing correct body alignment. 


Simple program 

Get fit to play your sport. Do not play your 
sport to get ft. At the barest minimum, stay 
strong and flexible with a simple exercise pro- 
gram.

Build up your golf time gradually to avoid 
the "too much, too soon” syndrome. Don't try 
to cram in three straight days of practice be- 
fore a tournament. All those hours spent on 
the driving range and the golf course have to 
be balanced with rest periods to give muscles 
and joints time to recuperate. 

Warm up before your game to increase 
joint mobility, loosen up tight muscles, and 
improve your score. Don't "waste" the first 
few holes by using them as your warm-up. 

Warming up does not mean doing a few to- 
ken static stretches. It means doing dynamic 
movements that simulate how your muscles 
and joints are going to be used in the game. 

Here is a sample warm-up exercise by golf 
finess expert Mike Pederson for PGAProfes 
sional. Com: "Arm circles” increase blood flow 
to shoulders and prepare shoulders for a full 
range of motion swings that are fluid, easy 
and effortless on the first tee. 

Raise arms out to side. Start with small cir- 
cles with your hands and gradually increase. 
Hands should feel light. Keep speed of move- 
ment moderate. After 15 seconds, switch di- 
rections and repeat. Complete each direction 
twice.
